nia would go for Garfield. 
I unhesitat- 


ingly said, yes. I see this remark has 
been quoted as if there had been some 
doubt about the status of Pennsylvania 
To my mind Pennsylvania this year is 
as surely for Garfield as Iowa or Kan 
sas. 
I do not carelessly say this. 
All 


who know aught about Pennsylvania 
politics must agree that when Alleghe 
ny county gives from 8,000 to 10,000 
majority, and Philadelphia about 12,- 
000, the state has never been lost to 
the republicans. 
Then 
when Erie 


Crawford, Lawrence, Mercer, Indiana 
and other republican counties in the 
state west, give their usual republican 
majorities, supported by Tioga, Brad- 
ford, Susquehanna, Chester Delaware, 
Lebanon, Lancaster, Dauphin and oth- 
er republican counties, the state can 
not be lost. There are no places left 
where the Democrats can get votes 
enough to carry the state.

well as salt, are necessary for the main 
tenance of vital functions.

Physicians bring 


up Chooset's experiment with animals, 
as illustrating what may be expected in 
Dr. Tanner's case. 
Chooset found that 


animals deprived of food lived for a 
length of time proportioned to their 
amount of fat. 
After some time there 


was a gradual but not very extensive 
fall in temperature. 
The animal lives 


on an average until 90 per cent of the 
fat of the body and 40 per cent—two- 
fifths of the entire original weight- 
was lost. 
Shortly before this loss was 


reached the fall in temperature Lecame 
more sudden, torpor succeeded, and 
when the temperature fell twenty nine 
or thirty degrefs below the normal 
point the animal died. 
According to 


Chooset'a result, Dr. Tanner would 
need to lose sixty-three pound before 
dying. 
He has lost twenty-five pounds, 


but sufficiently exact comparisons can 
not be made to make even this a favor- 
able outlook for Tanner. 
Chooset alio 


found animals could be rescued from 
death, even after the beginning of tor- 
por, by exposing the subject to.warmth, 
raising the temperature and supplying 
food."

But they cannot afford under these cir- 
cumstances to have the time of their 
salesmen taken up in exchanging icoods, 
besides incurring additional losses on the 
goods exchanged.

Why then should they 
try to force them upon us, and sometimes 
by a threat to deal elsewhere if we refuse 
their demands. This threat springs from 
ignorance and selfishness, and ' will not 
change our purpose in refusing to take 
our goods back, -Men the fault is mth the 
purchaser. 
And those who advertise to 


take back goods indiscriminately, must 
necessarily have a ragged Hock ; or sell 
them to others as perfect; or if they lose, 
they are compelled to make up their loss- 
es on others, unleu they gel more for their 
goods in the beginning than they an wprth. 
It is hardly possibly that we should be 
always right, and we say again, as we did 
in a published statement sometime ago, 
that we guarantee to take everything back 
should it not prove as represented, 
whether in quality, color, or price, or 
where the mistake is with us.
